could be added until the sy stem is 
enlarged.

What 
types of business account for the 
largest number of failures? 
These and related questions are

Mayor Cravens asked the alder­ 
men last night to start thinking 
about naming registrars for their 
wards. 
To Be Appointed 
The first registrars will be ap­ 
pointed by the city council. How­ 
ever, registrars will be elected to

pointment. 
Once the system of permanent 
registration is started here, the 
voters must be duly registered or 
they will not be able to vote in any 
election until they have registered.

The greatest expansion ot public 
health nursing service has been in 
the field ol m aternal and child 
health. This expansion has been 
in the form of p re-n ata l and w ell- 
baby clinics. The first clinic to be 
established was a w ell-b ab y clinic, 
which is held the fourth Tuesday 
of each m onth in the F irst B aptist 
Church (Col.) in Sikeston. A little 
difficulty w as enco u n tered in g et­ 
ting

indicated 
th a t they w ere interested in h a v ­ 
ing such a clinic, but none of 
them w ere able to sp are the tim e

house canvas to find enough w o ­ 
men w ho could help w ith the clin­ 
ic. T here h ave been o th e r pro b ­ 
lems wtiieh have com e up. One 
clinic day arrived, a n d at the tim e 
for the clinic, wo had no helpers. 
B y the tim e that 
we had heid 
th ree or four sessions, it w as go­ 
ing m uch better, and prom ises to 
be of som e value in im proving the 
health of this population group. 
S hortly a lte r the w ell-b a b y clin­ 
ic had 
been 
started, 
the 
sam e 
group of volunteers asked if it 
would be possible for th em to have 
a p re-n ata l clinic. T hey felt th at 
such a clinic was needed because 
ol the high percentage ol w om en 
w’ho w ere delivered by m idwives, 
and did not go to an y physician 
for p re-n ata l care. A gain w ith this 
clinic, som e difficulties w ere e n ­ 
countered. At the first session of 
th e clinic, we had only babies, 
and no expectant m others. This 
clinic too, has m ade progress since 
th a t tim e. T he greatest need now* 
is to get th e patients to come to 
the clinic earlier in 
pregnancy. 
Too m a n y of them com e only once, 
and h av e had their baby before 
the next d ate for the clinic. 
A n o th er p a rt of the m atern al 
and child h ealth program has been 
thc school clinics. These w ere held 
du rin g 1950 ir. Chaffee and B en­ 
ton. T he first of these to be held, 
w as in C haffee. This clinic w as 
sponsored by the P. T. A. and by 
the M o th er’s Club of St. A m brose 


School. The aim of the clinic w as 
to exam ine all of the children w ho 
w ere entering school for the first 
time. We feel that this clinic was 
successful, in th a t about 90% of 
the children w ere exam ined. The 
clinic in Benton was sim ilar, e x ­ 
cept that it w as not possible to 
hold it until after school w as a l­ 
ready in 
session. This 
m ade it 
m ore difficult to have the parents 
p resen t at the tim e of e x a m in a­ 
tion. It has been found in other 
localities, that doing school e x a m ­ 
inations is w asted time, unless the 
p are n ts are present at the tim e ot 
the ex am in atio n so that the d e ­ 
lects w hich the children have can 
be explained to them . This then 
leads to a higher percentage of 
corrections 
being 
obtained. 
We 
feel th a t both ol these program s 
have been w orthw hile, and hope 
th a t they can be continued, and 
th a t m ore of them can be held in 
the future.

This w ork w as u n d e r­ 
taken w hen the Reiss Dairy ol 
Sikeston indicated a desire to e n ­ 
ter into a p ro g ra m ol voluntary 
com pliance w ith G ra d e “A" re ­ 
quirem ents. At the present lim e 
this is the only d airy in thc coun­ 
ty w hich is producing G rad e “A" 
milk. 
At thc tim e th a t this program 
w as 
beginning, 
th ere 
w ere 
92 
farm s w hich w ere selling m ilk to 
th e dairy concerned. All of these 
farm s w ere visited and inspected. 
It w as obvious im m ediately that all 
of these producers w ould not be 
able to m eet th e high sta n d ard s 
necessary 
to 
the 
production 
of 
G rad e “A ” milk. T h ere w e re some 
w ho could not m a k e the changes 
in their buildings an d eq u ip m en t 
so as to com ply w ith th e regula­ 
tions. T h ere wore o th ers w ho w ere 
not interested 
in m ak in g them. 
T he net result w as th a t only 30 
out of 92 producers w ere able to 
m eet m inim um standards. It is in ­ 
teresting to note, th a t w hile only 
o n e-th ird 
of th e 
producers 
r e ­ 
m ained on the m a rk e t, these dairy 
farm s produced tw o -th ird s of the 
total am ount of m ilk tn at w as b e ­ 
ing produced by the original 92 
producers. To m ak e up this d e ­ 
ficiency, it has been necessary for 
G ra d e “A ” raw m ilk to be ship­ 
ped in from other approved areas. 
It is expected th a t as o th er p ro ­ 
ducers re-en ter th e m a rk e t the 
am o u n t of milk shipped in from 
o th er areas will decline. 
In addition to the w ork done to 
insure a safe m ilk supply, your 
h ea lth d e p a rtm en t has also been 
w ork in g w ith w ate r supplies and 
sew erage systems, both public and 
p rivate.

F.H.A. or G.I. loan on a house h a v ­ 
ing either a p rivate w ater supply 
or sewage disposal system or both 
it is necessary th a t certain stan d ­ 
ard s of design and function be 
com plied w ith. It is the responsi­ 
bility of the health d ep a rtm en t to 
inspect these system s and to a p ­ 
prove them if they m eet the sta n d ­ 
ards. During the y ear 1950, 182 
visits w ere m ade in connection 


w ith this program . Most of these 
visits w ere m ade d u rin g the first 
half of the year. We are all fa­ 
m iliar with the reasons for the d e ­ 
cline in applications for approval. 
They are: increased construction 
costs, higher down paym ents on 
houses, and a reduction in housing 
construction due to the first two 
reasons. 
U nder the supervision of the 
district engineer, visits have been 
m ade to public w ater supply sys­ 
tems. These visits w ere for the 
purpose of collecting sam ples of 
w ater for bacteriological ex a m in a­ 
tion and reg u lar inspection visits. 
Only one supply has failed to meet 
the m inim um standards. Special 
studies are to be m ade on this su p ­ 
ply to d eterm ine the source of the 
contam ination. 
Some prelim inary w o rk has been 
done in regard to the inspection 
of rural schools. It is expected th a t 
there will be m ore activity in the 
fu tu re on this program . 
In addition to the w ork which 
has been described, the engineer 
has also been responsible for in ­ 
specting tourist courts. Nuisance 
com plaints h ave been investigated. 
S w im m ing pools have 
been in ­ 
spected and periodic sam ples of 
w ate r have been collected. The 
engineer has also assisted indi­ 
viduals with the planning of p ri­ 
vate sewage disposal systems. 
D uring the su m m er of 1950, a 
DDT spray program w as carried 
out under the supervision of Mr. 
W inters. A total of 1,677 private 
prem ises w ere sprayed. This p ro ­ 


g ram w as qu ite effective, but will 
not be done in the future due to 
the discontinuance of federal aid 
which subsidized the program.

Special Prove; In

1950, this w ork was carried on

of the S tate Division of Health 
A t th at tim e the lay investigator 
w as Mr. Jo h n J. Hayes. It was 
necessary for him to divide hi 
tim e am ong th ree counties: Seott. 
N ew M adrid and Mississippi. Mr. 
H ayes left this area in J u n e 195c, 
to enroll in Missouri University. 
T he resignation of Mr. H ayes left 
th e area w ithout adequate cover­ 
age until th e m iddle of Ju ly 1950.

100,000 population are shown be­ 
low;

The first thing w hich can be 
noted is that although heart dis­ 
ease is the leading cause of death, 
the rate reported is much low er 
than in the state as a w hole. The 
rate for other circulatory diseases 
how ever is much higher than the 
statew ide figure. At this tim e w e 
are not ready to propose a possible 
cause for this w ide variation. The 
rate of death due to cancer is also 
significantly below the state-w id e 
rate. It is possible that this m ay 
be due to lack of knowdedge of 
the population about cancer, with 
the results that m any cases never 
reach the point when a diagnosis 
of cancer is made. If it is not 
known that an individual has can­ 
cer, the cause of death may well 
be listed as som ething else. It is

w hich is our biggest black mark. 
Our death rate from pneum onia is 
nearly tw ice the state-w id e figure. 
There w ere a total of 26 deaths 
reported due to pneum onia. The 
really startling fact is that more 
than 2/3 of these deaths w ere un­ 
der I year of age. To w hat is this 
due? Several reasons can be ad­ 
vanced; A low standard of living, 
low general educational level, not 
enough physicians in the county, 
no provisions for m edical care of 
the indigent, and poverty. Each 
and every one of these reasons 
has a bearing on the presence of 
such a high death rate clue to 
pneum onia. With motiern drugs, 
such a rate is not necessary, yet 
it continues in Scott County. The 
fact is that the rate is higher than 
in previous years. We do not pre­ 
tend to know the answ ers to bring­ 
ing this cause of death down to a 
m inim um level, but w e hope that 
through public health education 
and pediatric clinics for the low 
incom e groups, that som e im prove­ 
m ent can be brought about. 
Further 
analysis

deaths show that 44 children died 
before they w ere I year of age. 
This is a rate of 51.8 per 1000 live 
births and is more than 20 points 
above the state average. There 
are very few counties in the state 
w ith such a high rate 
It is also 
interesting to note that if the 16

could have been avoided, our rate 
would approxim ate that of the rest 
of the state. 
A nother type of vital statistics 
record w hich is kept in the health 
departm ent office, is that of com ­ 
m unicable diseases. It is im portant 
to note, how ever, that IO new eas­ 
es of tuberculosis w ere reported 
during 1950. We still have a prob­ 
lem w ith tuberculosis, and will 
continue to have, until the general 
standards of living and general 
educational level can be raised 
significantly.

eases which have been reported to 
the health departm ent. 
Venereal D isease Control 
Nursing activities in this field 
have been confined generally to 
assistance at regularly scheduled 
clinics. The only such clinic lo­ 
cated in Scott County is the one 
w hich is held each week in Sik­ 
eston. The Health O flieer has also 
been 
responsible 
for 
a 
w eekly 
clinic in N ew Madrid. Because of 
the lack of district nursing per­ 
sonnel it has been necessary for 
one of the Scott County nurses to 
accom pany the Health O fficer and 
assist him at this clinic. Perm is­ 
sion for the nurse to carry on this 
work outside of her normal terri­ 
tory w as requested by the State 
D ivision of H ealth and approved j 
by the Board of Directors of the J 
Scott County Unit. 
The Sikeston Clinic has been 
quite active. During the tim e which 
it has been under the jurisdiction 
of Scott County, a total of 103 in­ 
dividuals w ere adm itted to service 
in the clinic. Many of these per­ 
sons w ere seen only once, as their 
purpose in com ing to the clinic 
w as to receive a blood test. Since 
most of these w ere negative, there 
w as no need for any further vis­ 
its. There were, however, a suf­ 
ficient* num ber who w ere required 
to visit the clinic more than once, 
so that the total clinic attendance 
during the six month period was 
tw o hundred thirty-one. 
Due to the apparently greater 
prevalence of venereal disease 1*1 
the southern portion of the coun­ 
ty, there are no clinics held other 
than the one in Sikeston. 
Tuberculosis Control 
The greater part of the work 
in this field is still a result of the 
1948 visit of the m obile X -ray unit 
to Scott County. Under the old 
district set-up, it was not possible 
for proper follow -up to be given 
all suspected -and doubtful eases. 
This has given our nurses a large 
backlog of old tuberculosis sus­ 
pects to trace in order that they 
m ay be brought to exam ination. 
This type of activity is necessary, 
yet it is not as fruitful as work­ 
ing w ith contacts of known cases 
of tuberculosis 
It is also helpful 
as a 
starting 
point in 
locating 
som e cases ol open tuberculosis 
w ho undoubtedly w ill have con­ 
tacts 
that 
can 
be 
traced 
and 
brought to exam ination. The to­ 
tal num ber of field nursing visits i 
m ade by our nurses during 1950, 
w as 
one 
hundred 
thirty-three. I 
Each of these visits requires a 
definite am ount of planning by 
the nurse and may cover a num ­ 
ber of different 
phases of the 
problem of tuberculosis control. 
There are individuals, w no have 
open disease, w ho must be in ­ 
structed in the proper m easures 
to be taken to prevent the spread 
of disease to other 
individuals, 
until such tim e as they can be ad­ 
m itted to a hospital for treatm ent 
of tuberculosis. Som ew hat differ­ 
ent are the instructions and care! 
w hich m ust be given the patient 
w ho has open disease, yet refuses 
to consider entering a hospital. 
Nursing visits are also m ade to 
individuals 
having 
positive 
o r 1 
doubtful X -ray findings from the 


1948 survey, urging them to visit 
their fam ily physician for further 
exam ination. Another type of visit 
is m ade to the tuberculosis sus­ 
pect, who is under the care of a 
physician, but has not yet been 
definitely 
given 
a 
diagnosis 
of 
tuberculosis. W hen a patient is re­ 
turning *o his hom e from a sana­ 
torium, the Public H ealth Nurse 
can do much to prepare the other 
m em bers of the fam ily for his re­ 
turn. 
A screening procedure, new to 
Scott County, has been added to 
the program of tuberculosis con­ 
trol. For a num ber ot years X -ray 
exam inations for indigent persons 
have been furnished by the Scott 
County Tuberculosis Association. 
The increased case finding ac­ 
tivity in Scott County would have 
m ade a severe drain on the bud­ 
get of this organization, were it 
not 
for this 
procedure. 
At 
the 
present tim e all contacts of tuber­ 
culosis, it at all possible, are giv­ 
en a tuberculin skin test. Only 
positive reactors to the skin test 
are referred for X -ray exam ina­ 
tion. During the last six months 
of 1950, the use of this test pro­ 
duced a saving of the cost of at 
least 50 chest X -ravs. We feel that 
this w ill substantially aid the Tu­ 
berculosis Association by releasing 
lunds for use in other types of 
tuberculosis control activity. 


Maternal An c ic h lid Health 
The greatest expansion of public 
health nursing service has been in 
the field of m aternal and child 
health. This expansion has b e e n ! 
in the form of pre-natal and w ell- j 
baby clinics. The first clinic to be 
established was a w ell-b aby clinic, 
w hich is held the fourth Tuesday 
of each month in the First Baptist 
Church (Col.) in Sikeston. A little 
difficulty w as encountered in get- | 
ting 
this 
clinic 
established. 
A 
group of wom en 
had 
indicated 
that they w ere interested in hav­ 
ing such a clinic, but none of 
them w ere able to spare the tim e 
to 
assist 
with 
the 
clinic. 
This 
problem was solved by the nurse 
going out and m aking a house to 
house canvas to find enough w o­ 
m en w ho could help w ith the clin ­ 
ic. There have been other prob­ 
lem s which have com e up. One 
clinic day arrived, and at the tim e 
for the clinic, w e had no helpers. 
B y the tim e that w e had held 
three or four sessions, it w as go­ 
ing much better, and prom ises to 
be of som e value in im proving the 
health of this population group. 
Shortly after the w ell-b nb y clin­ 
ic had 
been 
started, 
the 
same 
group of volunteers asked if it 
w ould be possible for them to have 
a pre-natal clinic. They felt that 
such a clinic was needed because 
of the high percentage of wom en 
w ho w ere delivered by m idw ives, 
and did not go to any physician 
for pre-natal care. Again with this 
clinic, some difficulties w ere en ­ 
countered. At the first session of 
the clinic, w e had only babies, 
and no expectant m others. This 
clinic too, has m ade progress since 
that tim e. The greatest need now 
is to get the patients to com e to 
the clinic earlier in pregnancy. 
Too m any of them com e only once, 
and have had their baby before 
the next date for the clinic. 
A nother part of the m aternal 
and child health program has been 
the school clinics. These w ere held 
during 1950 ir. C haffee and B en­ 
ton. The first of these to be held, 
w as in C haffee. This clinic w as 
sponsored by the P. T. A. and by 
the M other’s Club of St. Ambrose 


School. The aim of the clinic was 
to exam ine all of the children who 
w ere entering school for the first 
time. We feel that this clinic was 
successful, in that about 90% of 
the children were exam ined. The 
clinic in Benton was sim ilar, e x ­ 
cept that it was not possible to 
hold it until after school was al­ 
ready in 
session. This made it 
m ore difficult to have the parents 
present at the tim e of exam ina­ 
tion. It has been found in other 
localities, that doing school exam ­ 
inations is wasted tim e, unless the 
parents are present at the tim e of 
the exam ination so that the d e­ 
lects w hich the children have can 
be explained to them. This then 
leads to a higher percentage of 
corrections 
being 
obtained. 
We 
feel that both of these programs 
have been w orthw hile, and hope 
that they can be continued, and 
that m ore of them can be held in 
the future. 


Sanitary Engineering 
The work of the sanitary en ­ 
gineer during 1950, covered a wide 
lield. We are indeed fortunate in 
securing 
Fred 
W inters 
for 
this 
position w ho had had previous e x ­ 
perience in Public H ealth Engin­ 
eering. 
This has 
m ade possible 
the rapid developm ent and e x ­ 
pansion of this phase of health d e­ 
partm ent activity. 
The 
biggest 
program 
under­ 
taken w as that of establishing a 
Grade “A ” m ilkshod ir the Sikes­ 
ton area. This work w as under­ 
taken w hen the Reiss Dairy ol 
Sikeston indicated a desire to en ­ 
ter into a program of voluntary 
com pliance with G rade “A ” re­ 
quirem ents. At the present tim e 
this is the only dairy in the coun­ 
ty which is producing Grade “A ” 
milk. 
A t the tim e that this program 
w as 
beginning, 
there 
w ere 
92 
farm s w hich w ere selling milk to 
the dairy concerned. A ll of these 
farm s w ere visited and inspected. 
It w as obvious im m ediately that all 
of these producers w ould not be 
able to m eet the high standards 
necessary 
to 
the 
production 
of 
Grade “A ” milk. There w ere som e 
w ho could not m ake the changes 
in their buildings and equipm ent 
so as to com ply w ith the regula­ 
tions. T here wore others w ho w ere 
not interested in 
m aking them. 
The net result w as that only 30 
out of 92 producers w ere able to 
m eet m inim um standards. It is in­ 
teresting to note, that w hile only 
one-third 
of the 
producers 
re­ 
m ained on the m arket, these dairy 
farm s produced tw o-thirds of the 
total am ount of m ilk tnat w as be­ 
ing produced by the original 92 
producers. To m ake up this d e­ 
ficiency, it has been necessary for 
Grade “A ” raw m ilk to be ship­ 
ped in from other approved areas. 
It is expected that as other pro­ 
ducers re-enter the m arket the 
am ount of milk shipped in from 
other areas w ill decline. 
In addition to the work done to 
insure a safe m ilk supply, your 
health departm ent has also been 
working w ith w ater supplies and 
sew erage system s, both public and 
private. 
In order to obtain an 
F IL A . or G I. loan on a house h av­ 
ing either a private water supply 
or sew age disposal system or both 
it is necessary that certain stand­ 
ards of design and function be 
com plied w ith. It is the responsi­ 
bility of the health departm ent to 
inspect these system s and to ap­ 
prove them if they m eet the stand­ 
ards. During the year 1950, 182 
visits w ere made in connection 
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with this program. Most of these 
visits w ere m ade during the first 
half of the year. We are all fa­ 
m iliar with the reasons for the d e­ 
cline in applications for approval. 
They are: increased construction 
costs, higher down paym ents on 
houses, and a reduction in housing 
construction due to the first two 
reasons. 
Under the supervision of the 
district engineer, visits have been 
made to public water supply sys­ 
tems. These visits were for the 
purpose of collecting sam ples of 
water for bacteriological exam ina­ 
tion and regular inspection visits. 
Only one supply has failed to m eet 
the minimum standards. Special 
studies are to be made on this sup­ 
ply to determ ine the source of the 
contam ination. 
Some prelim inary work has been 
done in regard to tile inspection 
of rural schools. It is expected that 
there w ill be more activity in the 
future on this program. 
In addition to the work w hich 
has been described, the engineer 
has also been responsible for in ­ 
specting tourist courts. N uisance 
com plaints have been investigated. 
Swim m ing pools have been 
in­ 
spected and periodic sam ples of 
water have been collected. The 
engineer has also assisted 
indi­ 
viduals with the planning of pri­ 
vate sew age disposal system s. 
During the sum m er of 1350, a 
DDT spray program was carried 
out under the supervision of Mr. 
W inters. A total of 1,677 private 
prem ises w ere sprayed. This pro­ 


gram w as quite effective, but w ill 
not be done in the future due to 
the discontinuance of federal aid 
which subsidized the program.
